PRESIDENT AND PRESS 
CAMPAIGN, 

Mr, Gavan Duffy moved a resolution in bia 
name to the effect that the order referring 
the Criminal and Malicious Injuries (Amend- 
ment) Bill, 1922, to a Committee of Dail 
Eireann be dis harged, and that the bill be 
referred to a Select Committee, which should 
report within-ien days. He said in support 
of his motion that the bill was highly con 
tentious, and introduced principles about 
which members were sharply divided. It --as

Part II. of the bill was that no compensation 
could be recovered by any person whose house 
had been destroyed in O'Connell street by the 
National troops. He did not believe that 
that was the intention of the Ministry, but 
he challenged contradiction of that statement. 

The President was understood to ray :—

Continuing, Mr. Gavan Duffy said that this 
and other matters would require very careful 
consideration. He thought that the Govern- 
ment had gone too far in cutting out, conse- 
quential damage altogether. This was a case 
in which there should be an opportunity for 
compromise between two views, Supposing 
that a newspaper office were destroyed, the 
damage to the amount of at least 40 per cent. 
would be consequential loss through advertise- 
ments, etc. Some form of words must be 
found to get over the case as regards persona] 
injuries. They were dealing with big sums of 
public money, and it would be better to have 
the measure passed with the general consent 
of the House The Committee suggested 
would probably answer that* purpose. He 
thought members of the Senate might be 
invited to serve in this Committee 

Mr, Rooney seconded the motion. 


A CAMPAIGN OF CRITICISM. 

The President said that he did not think 
that much of a case had been made out for 
referring this bill to a Special Committee. A 
Special Committee had been considering the 
bill, and it appeared to him that to send it 
now to another small Committee would 
scarcely achieve the purpose that the Deputy 
had in view. He did not know whether 
Deputy Gavan Duffy and those who criticised 
the bill had read it very carefully Had the 
bill been read carefully it would have been 
seen that Section 10, Sub-section 2a, dealt 
with what had been suggested in connection 
with mined buildings in O’Connell street. A 
campaign of Press criticism had been started 
against the bill—from one direction, at any 
rate. He supposed that the people who made 
the criticism would regard themsélves as na- 
tional economists. But no suggestion of any 
sort or kind was made as to where the money 
was to be got or how the money was to be 
raised to meet the bill. : 

If people were suffering from the delusion 
that there was a big balance in the National 
Exchequer to meet these claims the sooner 
they were corrected the better. If they had 
to give compensation they should consider the 
question of how they were going to get the 
money to pay it. He thought that it was a 
matter for each and every Deputy to consider 
rather than a smal] ( ommittee, as every 
Deputy would sooner or later be called upon 
to give every information on the bill by his 
constituents. As regards including separate 
members, he did not think that it would serve 
the purpose either of that House or of the 
Senate. He thought that a bill of that 
character should be first dealt with by the 
popular House which reflected the popular 
view. He could not accept the motion. 


THE MOTION WITHDRAWN. 


Mr. Johnson said that he believed in hav- 
ing the whole question discussed in public. 
In view of the Minister's criticism. perhaps 
the proposer would not press the motion, but 
if he did he (Mr. Jolinson) would support 
the motion. 

The Minister of the Local Government 
Board said that nothing would be got by the 
looseness and informality of a consideration of 
this bill by the intelligensia of the Dail. He 
did not know whether by the intelligensia the 
ordinary members were regarded as knowing 
anything about these questions. Drafting by 
a Select Committee would merely prolong 
discussion. K 

Mr. Gerald FitzGibbon, K.C.. said that he 
would have been very pleased if the Govern- 
ment had accepted the motion, but as they 
had not it did not seem that anything was 
to be gained by passing it.

This 
meant the right of. a political Minister to pre- 
vent a person from taking: his seat in that 
assembly.
